"To make any pruning on a tree, 


•• first make the cut surfaces as clean 
and smooth as possible by a smooth 
' cut so that they do not holdfmoisture 
- or .water;-readily. -After - They^ <lry 
•vthese surfaces should be painted with 
creosote oil or 
carbolincum which 
penetrates the wood and poisons the 
seeds of decay. Treatment of a tree 
wound 
depends largely 
upon 
its 


size and location. 
Some are eventu- 


ally self-healing. Others must be pro- 
tected artificially for many years. In 
cutting off a branch, from the main 
trunk or from 
another 
branch it 


should be sawed off evenly as a pro- 
truding stub docs not heal readily. 
In cutting off a limb, care should be 
taken to undercut tho branch so 
when it breaks and drops it will not 
tear away the bark.

is a sensible construction of the law, and 
that it constitutes a safe foundation on 
which to proceed. Public opinion will be 
divided as to the -wisdom of consolidating 
the school districts. The people of some 
of the districts will indorse the plan and 
others •will oppose it. Possibly it may be 
for the temporary interests of certain dis- 
tricts to maintain the present system, but 
we are sure that the special interests will 
be only temporary. Broadly considered, 
the interests of the city of Appletou as a 
whole are what should govern, and we 
have no hesitation in saying that they will 
be conserved by consolidation. The pres- 
ent system is an inheritance of days when 
educational matters were handled dif- 
ferently. It is not in conformity with mo- 
dem school standards and ought to be 
changed. 


1C we are to adopt the junior high 


school system, consolidation is not only 
recommended but is practically indispens- 
able. 
ATe believe it is generally agreed, 


certainly among our educational authori- 
ties, that the junior.high school system 
is desirable, and that we ought to put it 
into effect in Appleton. The present di- 
verse administration of the schools is. we 
believe, detrimental to their development 
along modern lines. 
"We think, there- 


fore, that the council will be fully war- 
ranted in acting upon the opinion of the 
attorney general in taking steps to con- 
solidate the school districts. ,The step will 
probably meet with opposition, but in the 
long run 'there can be little doubt that it 
will be instrumental in improving our 
public schools. It opens a way to an im- 
mediate solution of the high school prob- 
lem, and that is of pressing and paramount 
importance. 


THE DEBATE ON THE WATERWAY 


The debate before the National Rivers 


and Harbors congress between Governor 
Henry xVllcn of Kansas and EL H. Merrick 
of Chicago, championing the cause of the 
St. Lawrence waterway project and Gov- 
ernor Nathan L. Miller of New York in 
opposition, was inconclusive in. the sense 
that 
it 
will convince the partisans of 


either that they are in error. Joint 
debates 
are 
seldom 
of 
value 


in this respect. The cast A\ill feel that 
its case against the project has been forti- 
fied, while the west will feel all the strong- 
er its conviction that the improvement is 
a national necessity. 


One can hardly comiuce oneself, how- 


cvor. Ihat Governor Miller looks at the 
proposition from a national viewpoint. 
It is notorious that the cast is confirmed 
iu its sectionalism, and Governor Miller's 
address before the convention at "Wash- 
ington showed that it has not raised itself 
above this standard. He docs not meet the 
economic phase of the issue. 
He con- 


tents himself with an attack upon the pro- 
posed method of financing the undertak- 
ing and with the alleged deprivation of 
iNcw York of its waterpowcr rights. He 
thinks the barge canal of New York is a 
sufficient outlet if the west wa.nts \vrater 
transportation, completely ignoring the 
fact that Ibis insignificant waterway can- 
feol handle a tithe of western commerce, 


commerce by tho way, which is -without 
auy adequate transportation by rail and 
which is penalized to the untold detri- 
ment of producer and shipper. 


Governor Miller says that if there U 


any reasonable assurance that the Atlantic 
ocean can be extended two thousand miles 
into the interior of this country, then the 
state of New York will support the pro- 
ject. "We should like to believe that this 
is true, but unfortunately the facts are 
against it. 
The International commis- 


sion which investigated the matter, and 
which had the advice of eminent engin- 
eering opinion, holds unanimously that 
it can be done. The president of the 
United States agrees with this view and 
heartily and unreservedly endorses the 
proposal. American ingenuity and en- 
gineering science are fully capable of deal- 
ing with the problems of this waterway, 
and that in reality is the simplest part of 
the enterprise. The cost is insignificant 
in comparison with the benefits to be se- 
cured, benefits admittedly national and 
not in any sense sectional. 


Governor Miller is concerned with the 


expense to which Chicago will be put in 
rearranging its terminals to coordinate 
with the proposed water shipping, but Chi- 
cago we daresay will be able to take care 
of this. 
He is doubtful if the waterway 


can be built for the sum of .$250.000.000, 
but that is mere opinion against engin- 
eering estimates. If the central west is 
to ship by water its cargoes should be 
routed by way of the Missouri and Miss- 
issippi rivers through the Gulf of Mexico, 
thence 'to foreign ports. This is inanifest- 
ly an attempt to divert 'attention to an 
improvement altogether 
collateral and 


which could not possibly supplant the 
benefits of the St. Lawrence waterway. 


Governor Miller's argument only goes 


to sustain the fact that New York's oppo- 
sition is prejudiced, selfish and section- 
al. The argument of the proponents of 
the improvement that if it is good for New 
York City to be an ocean port it is good 
for the Great lakes ports and the exten- 
sive territory they directly and indirect- 
ly serve to be ocean ports is unanswerable. 
That is the proposition in a nutshell.

People generally 
desire their judicial positions filled by 
men ol" learning, respectability and cour- 
age to do the right. It takes more cour- 
age to be just than is sometimes thought.

About one-fourth of all the patients admitted to 


argo hospitals for the insane, arc victims of de- 
mentia precox, or mental deterioration which jnam- 
ests itself before the ago of maturity. 
The pa- 


icnts arc usually under 25 years of age. The men- 
tal deterioration usually develops several years be- 
ore the patient is finally admitted to the hospital 
or proper care. A great many young men and 
ouths who offend against the moral laws between 
he ages of 16 and 21 are in reality victims of this 
orm of dementia. 
Heredity plays an important part in the causa- 
ion of dementia precox. It is a rare case- in which 
he family history, if an accurate history is ob- 
ainable, does not show various defects, not neces- 
sarily insanity, but the taint of alcoholism, and the 
o-called neurotic weaknesses. A neurotic is an in- 
ividual who sways under every emotional strain, 
who lacks stability. Neurotics are given to excess- 
s, self-indulgence, unreasonable and unconvention- 
1 behavior under all 
circumstances. Neurotics 


make up the "antis." They oppose whatever the 
vorkaday world believes is right. 
A contributing factor of dementia precox, accord- 


ng to some students of the condition is a failure of 
ormal ductless gland function. 
Especially defici- 


ncy of thymus gland function. This deficiency has 
een noted in numerous cases of mental deteriera- 
on in youth and mental defect in childhood accom- 
anying under-sized stature, and sometimes gratify- 
ng benefit is obtained by a course of treatment 
with a glandular extract extending over many 
months or years. 


About one-third* of the cases of dementia preeox 
re young persons who have been bright previous 
o the development of the disease. But in most in- 
tances the patient as a child or youth has pre- 
ented peculiarities such as becoming delirious from 
light illness, convulsions in childhood, a tendency 
o early resort to alcoholic beverages, precocious 
iety or religious mania, seclusiveness, moral un- 
eliability, impulsive temper, incorrigibility, or oth- 
r signs of weak mindedness. The Vast majority of 
mental defectives are what physicians call "morons" 
—weak-minded. The same is true of boys and young 
men who cut all restraint and make themselves a 
urden and disgrace to their families.

New York — Though it sounds like 
a paradox, practical idealism is the 
hope of the world today. We have 
gone as far as we 
can on tho old the- 
ory of balance of 
power, opportunism 
and allied 
schools 


of statesmanship. 
If the world is to 
progress 
any fur- 
ther along the road 
toward 
permanent 


peace, it must pre- 
dicate its procedure 
on idealism — and 
it must be sound, 
common - sense, 
practical idealism. 
It is a peculiar 


thing that, as long 
as a man confines 
himself to pleasant 
GERARD 


platitudes about progress and tho-nec- 
essity for more idealistic standards, he 
is applauded. 


But let him offer a practical sug- 


gestion as to how the world might be 
improved and particularly let him at- 
tempt to carry such a suggestion into 
effect, the wrath of those who love 
talk but dread 
action will descend 


upon him. 


Henry Clay staved off a war for 20 
years 
by 
continual compromises; 


Abraham Lincoln saw the practical 
thing to do was to meet the inevitable 
and get it" over with. The former died 
generally loved; Lincoln died the best 
hated man in the country. 


Similarly, Woodrow Wilson strove 


to do the practical thing by putting 
some teeth into the law of nations. 
The stand-patters held up their hands 
in horror that anyone should take-* 
such a practical step to do away with 
war. 
' 
The world today stands in sore need 


of men of the type of Lincoln and Wil- 
son; and like Washington and.Roose. 
velt, too. The need is for men who 
can see through the sand storm of 
short-sighted opinion, to the oasis of 
achievement beyond. 
We want to enlist in the ranks ol 


our statesmen the strongest men of 
the country; men of vision who aro 
capable of having ideals and are prac 
tical enough to carry them through 
In that way, and only in that way, can 
we hope to advance political endeavor 
and put it on a higher plane. 
It is peculiarly fitting that an or 
ganization which has for its purpose 
tho advancement 
of ideals and the 


stimulation of unselfish effort in tho 
service of mankind should be namct 
after pno of the most prominent ex 
ponents of practical idealism.

PENDANCE BELGE explains 
the 


reason why there are so many 
French names on the sign, boards in 
Berlin.

"In 1686 Louis XXV revoked

Edict of Nantes and 
Friedric-Wil- 


helm the great Elector, at once op- 
ened the gates of Berlin to

refugee Huguenots. There were five 
thousand of them and Berlin had at 
that time at the most fifteen thous- 
and inhabitants. Thus this crowd of 
French people increased the popula- 
tion all at once by a third. They in- 
creased its power still more.

French brought their cultivated, in- 
genious and active minds and all the 
vivacity of their race. They started 
new industries and very soon what 
had been but .a largo village became 
a town. Berlin's prosperity and its 
hegemony date from that time, so 
that the French element counted for 
much in the making of Prussia, 


"The descendants of the Huguenots 


increased and multiplied and the 
great-great-grandchildren 
of middle 
class refugees, intermarried with the 
Prussian people, and having adopt- 
er! their language and customs and 
having turned little by little from 
Calvinism^ to the Lutheran 'church, 
preserved' nothing French but their 
names. Most of them even being 
ignorant of

Jn existence, In view of the fact that 
the old sec. 490 under^ which it was 
established is now repealed? 


It is my opinion that the school now 


exists under ch. 563. Laws 1917 as a 
district free high school. Immediately 
upon the establishment of the school 
in 1904, the city of Applcton by the 
express provision of sec. 490 Stats. 
1898 became a "high school district." 
The school established by that dis- 
trict was a district free high school. 
Ch. 593 I^LWS of 1917 abolishing the | 
old code 'of laws for the establishment \ 
and regulation of district free high . 
schools, at the same time provided a 
new code on the same subject. That 
the new law was intended to be ap- 
plicable to existing district free high 
schools 
is apparent 
from the lan- 


guage of sec. 40.45 already quoted, re- 
ferring to cities "which now maintain 
one or 
more 
district 
free 
high 


schools." It -is my opinion that the 
change made in 191Tv while in strict 
ness it Involved a repeal of the en 
tire law under which the Appleton 
high school existed actually separate, 
merely to transfer- that high school 
and 
others 
similarly 
situated 


over to the new system created by the 
new law. Therefore, all of the pro- 
visions of the statutes that are now 
applicable 
to 
"district free 
high 


schools" are applicable to the high 
school at Appleton. 


2, Can one or more junior 
high 


schools be established at Applcton? 


The question is answered in the af- 


firmative. Sec. 40.635 Stats., provides 
that "any district maintaining a dis 
trict free- high schol 
* * may es- 


tablish and maintain one or more jun- 
ior high schools in the manner here 
inaftcr provided." 
The city of Ap- 


pleton became a high school district 
by virtue of sec. 490 Stats. 3898 and 
remains such a district by virtue or 
ch. 593 Laws 1917. It is, therefore. 
a "district maintaining 
a 
district 


Iree high school" within the meaning 
of sec. 40.635. 


3. Must there be a general city 


election held before such junior high 
tchools may be established? 


4. If no such election is necessary, 


can junior high schools be establish- 
ed merely by resolution of the board 
of education approved by the state 
superintendent? 


The third question is answered in 


the negative, and the fourth in the 
affirmative. .Sec. 40.635 as already 
quoted, provides that the junior high 
school is to be established "in the 
manner hereinafter provided." 
The 


only subsequent provision as to the 
manner of establishing such 
high 


schools is to the following effect: 


"The laws relating to district 


and union free high schools shall 
govern in the ESTABLISHMENT 
and maintenance of junior high 
schools insofar as s-uch laws aro 
applicable except as 
hereinafter 


pro\ ided." 
As to a city having a system

school government pursuant to spe- 
cial charter, the method of establish- 
iig a 
DISTRICT 
FRE10

CHOOL—which under the language 
ust quoted becomes also the method- 
f establishing a JUNIOR high school 


—is set forth in sec. 40.45: 


"A resolution proposing the es- 


tablishment of a district free higli 
school may be acted-upon by the 
board of education. If such reso- 
tioii bo adopted the secretary oC 
the board shall notify the state 
superintendent of such action. It 
such action meets the aproval of 
the state superintendent ho shall 
issue a. certificate of establish- 
ment of a district free high school 
(in this case a junior high school) 
in such city. 
4. "Will it be essential before such 


unior high schools may be cstab- 
ished to have the four independent 
ommon school districts now exist- 
ng united? 
It will not be necessary. The -city 


if Appleton is itself a free

5. In order to unite the four dis- 


tricts must there be a majority vote 
n the affirmative in each separate 
district, so that a small majority in 
the negative in one district 
would 


defeat the project even though the 
other three districts were overwhelmi- 
ngly in favor of it? 
Or can the 


board of education unite these dis- 
tricts undpr sec. 40.675? 


Sec. 40.675 merely authorizes the 


>oard of education in a city 
of the 


third class to "establish and define 
"roai time to time the boundaries of 
all common and high 
school 
dis- 


tricts." Practically the same power is 
already vested in the Appleton board 
of education by the city charter: "to 
arrange and determine the boundar- 
ies of school districts and to form 
new districts subject to the approva' 
of the common council." Xeither of 
these statutes authorize the consoli 
dation of the four districts into one 
The city is made by its charter to 
consist of four school districts and the 
mere power to change the boimdaries 
of those districts and to establish new 
ones does not in my opinion author 
ize the board of education to dissolve 
or consolidate the existing district1?. 


There is another section 
of the 


statutes, however, which I consider 
applicable to thin situation, Sec. 40.01 
1) provides that, 


"Town 
boards of supervisors, 


village boards of trustees and city 
councils are hereby given power, 
acting jointly or separately 
as 


the particular ccse under consid- 
eration may demand, 
to 
alter 


school district boundaries, and to 
create. CONSOLIDATE, or DIS- 
SOLVE school districts." 


f this statute applies to a city under 
». special charter such as Applcton. 
t exactly fits the case and provides 
he method for consolidating the dis- 
..ricts into one. In my 
opinion 
it 


ices apply to Appleton. Its language 
ndicates no intention ot restricting 
ts application of cities under general 
charter. 
It was enacted in 1917 (ch. 


497 Laws 1917), long after tho Apple- 
ton city charter was enacted. Our 
supreme court in SUPERIOR v. IN- 
DUSTRIAL 
COMMISSION. 
160 


\Vi*. 541, held that a statute granting 
power to "all cities" was applicable 
:o special charter cities even though 
it was placed in the chapter of the 
statutes containing the general city 
charter, and this in spite of the fact 
that sec. 925-2 provides that 
the 


provisions of that chapter shall ap- 
ply only to those cities which adopt 
the general charter or 
some 
part 


thereof. Sec. 923-2 the 
court 
said 


"must be regarded as restrained so 
as not to modify tho general power 
which was granted later and unmis- 
takably was made to apply to 
all 


cities." This proposition 
was 
reaf- 


firmed in the very recent case of 
STATE EX REL. GILPEX v. BRA- 
MAX. 173 AVis. G96. In the latter case 
the special charter provided 
that, 


"Xo general law oE this state, 


contravening the 
provisions 
of 


this act, shall be considered as re- 
pealing, amending, or modifying 
the same, except such purpose be 
expressly set forth in such law." 
Under these authorities I am satis- 


fied that sec. 40.01 (1) is applicable to 
all cities including Appleton. 
Fur- 


thermore, sec. 10 of ch. X of the Ap- 
pleton charter (ch. 441 Laws 1885) 
provides "all the laws of tbis state 
relative to public schools so far as 
the same shall.be applicable and not 
inconsistent with the provisions of 
this charter shall apply to the 
city 


of Appleton." 
The city charter 
is 


silent on the manner of dissolving and 
consolidating school districts. 
The 


general law. sec. 40.01 (1). providing 
a. -way in which that may be done by 
city councils, is not inconsistent with 
the city charter because the latter 
does not touch the 
subject at all. 


Therefore, by the express provision 
of the charter it would seem that the 
general law is applicable to Appleton 
and authorizes the city council to 
consolidate and dissolve the school 
districts. 


6. Is the city school system of: Ap 


pleton affected by the fact that on 
January 1st 1922 pursuant to ch. 242 


Laws 1921. Appleton was changed 
from a special charter city to a gen- 
eral charter city? 


The new general charter law. oh. 


242 
Laws 1921, provides a plan of 


city school government but makes- 
tho adoption of such plan entirely 
optional. It provides (sec. 40.64) that, 


"Any city other than

tho 


first class not operating its schools 
under the plan provided by this 
section 
* 
* 
may adopt sucli 


plan, but only by referendum in 
each school district tho whole or 
part of which is embraced in such 
city. 
* * Unless a majority of 


the electors voting in each school 
district vote for adoption, THE

SHALL

CHANGED, otherwise the result 
of the referendum shall be to cre- 
ate one district of all the old dis- 
tricts. * " ." 


Therefore, until a referendum vote 
is taken in AppSeton. the old schooi 
district system will continue to pre- 
vail as to the common schools of the 
city although, as pointed out above, 
the entire city is and will continue to 
be a single free high school district.
